Benson's Suicide from a Mexican Point 


ot View. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Mr. Romero, the 


Mexican Minister, speaking to a repre- 
sentative of the United Press about the 
suicide of Benson, who was to have been 
sent back to Mexico for trial for selling 
fraudulent Patti tickets, said he regretted 
very much the occurrence, and believed it 
a very rash act and entirely uncalled for. 
Benson, once in Mexico, Senor Romero 
added, would have been tried by a jury 
which might possibly have acquitted him, 
because the Mexicans, far from having, in 
fact, any ill-will against Benson, could 
not help admiring the ingenuity, deceit 
and audacity with which he deceived them, 
and felt rather kindly towards him. 


A prominent Mexican gentleman who 


was in Washington on Monday last and 
beard the decision on the Benson case 
read by the Supreme Court, expressed the 
opinion to Senor Romero that the Mexi- 
can jury would acquit Benson; but even 
in case it would not have done so, Senor 
Romero added, Benson would iu all prob- 
ability have been sentenced to a short 
term of imprisonment, and if he had be- 
haved well m the prison, he might hnve 
been pardoned long before the expiration 
of his sentence. The Mexicans, Senor 
Romero said, are not it vindictive people, 
anil profess, on tbo contrary, groat ad- 
miration for any personal qualities, even 
in swindlers, and he felt sura that all 
their sympathies would have been en- 
gaged in Benson's behalf had ha been 
tried in Mexico. 


A Bad Showing for the Traduoer ol Pub- 
lic Printer Bounds. 


WASHINGTON, May IN.—Samuel J. and 


George Magarge, Edwin Wolf, James M. 
Mohr, Chas. C. Woolworth, Francis W. 
McDowell, Alox. Balfour and other paper 
manufacturers and dealers of Philadel- 
phia, wore before the House committee 
investigating the management of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office yesterday. Their 
testimony was- to the effect that the Bulk- 
ley & Raiguol Paper Company, of Phila 
delphia, wore not manufacturers; had not 
facilities over other dealers to supply pa- 
per stock, and that, although their bid was 
the highest and their commercial rating 
lowest, they were given contracts by Mr.

Mr. Henderson (la.) presented the confer- 


ence report on the Cincinnati Exposition bill, 
and it was agreed to. 
The House resumed consideration of the 


Tariff bill In committee of the whole. 
Mr. Peters (Ks.) argued that If a protective 


tariff was robbery, as ia asserted by the other 
side, then the Mills bill only sectlonallzed that 
robbery. If protection were robbery, and tht 
Democratic oarty was not in favor of free 
trade, every Democrat who supported pro- 
tection was a robber, and if the Mills bill was 
not a free-trade measure every Democratic 
member of the ways and means committee was 
a robber. 
Mr. Anderson (111.) opposed the protective 
system for having enriched a chosen few and 
for having accumulated a dangerous surplus In 
the treasury. He denied that a return to a rev- 
enue basis would reduce wages, or that the 
protective system had built up the manufact- 
uring industries of Illinois, ' 


Mr. Breckenridge (Ark.) eulogized the Presi- 


dent's message, and said it had met with great 
popular favor. It was the monopoly solely of 
the tariff that the bill sought to make a cut at. 


Mr. Breckenridge went into an exhaustive 


analysis of the provisions ot the bill, and con- 
tended that none of the Industries ot the coun- 
try affected by the measure would be crippled. 
He denied that the free-wool proposition was 
sectional, because sheep were more of a product 
of the South than of the States that were 
clamoring against that feature of the bill. The 
pending question was a natural one: and it 
was for the people to determine whether they 
would take the first step, as proposed by the 
Mills bill, towards a return to something like a 
peace establishment, or whether they would 
permit a war tariff and system of subsidy to ob- 
tain In the land. 
Mr. Stewart (Vt.) opposed the bill, and said 


that the free-wool clause was not asked for 01 
wanted by the wool-grower, the wo61-manufact- 
urei or worldngmen. The only persons who 
wanted It were the representatives on this floor 
of the traditions of another age and of the Brit- 
ish manufacturer. 


Mr. Cox (N. Y.) put in a good word for his 


committee on the census by referring to the 
frequency with which the reports of the last 
census had been drawn upon for information 
during this debate. On the first day of the ses- 
sion he had said that he believed tho tariff to 
be a business question, and it should be so con- 
sidered, and kept aloof from personalities and 
parties. Mr. Cox was willing to reduca taxa- 
tion in

paralyzed the industries of the country. Gov- 
ernor Allen, of Ohio, once said that a surplus 
was the worst thing a Government could have, 
and that It was us easy to run a powder mill in 
Hell as an honest government with a plethoric 
treasury. Mr. Cox opposed extravagance as a 
means of ffetti ng rid of the eurpl us, and said 
that taxes should be raised on a principle of 
equality. He would not quarrel with gentlemen 
who had local interests at stake. The protec- 
tionists argued that the Untied States bad 
protection nnd high wages; therefore protec- 
tion brought high wages. As well say that 
England had the House 
of 
Lords and 


low wages, therefore the House of L,orcU made 
low wages: tho United States bad tramps and 
high wages, therefore tho tramps made high 
wages; Ireland had no snakes and no wages, 
therefore (makes made high wages The truth 
was that wages were utterly irrelevant to a 
discussion of the tariff. In concluding, Mr. 
Cox made a plea for commercial liberty; to 
give our men the right to the earnings ol their 
own labor, and not to take from one class to 
give to another. 


Mr. Mason (111.) said he represented a dis- 


trict In favor of tariff reform and a party 
pledged to reform inequalities of the tariff; but 
knowing that the Mills bill was in the hands of 
the free-trade Democracy, he looked with sus- 
picion upon their efforts to reform the tariff. 
Criticising the Mills bill, he said It was framed 
In the Interest of trusts anil syndicates, es- 
pecially of the Sugar trust. President Cleve- 
land was the most popular American in En- 
gland to-day, for he advocated the passage of 
laws in the interest of every nation under the 
sun but our own. Mr, Mason declared himself 
opposed to free whisky. Whisky was not 
only a pauper-breeder, but a multiplier of 
Democrats. Attacking the committee on ways 
and means, he said he believed that an agent 
of the English manufacturer had been In con- 
sultation with the committee, and had been in- 
fluential in preparing some parts • of the Mills 
bill. He accused the committee of attempting 
to frame the bill In every paiticular in the In- 
terests of the South, and wholly regardless of 
the interests of the North, Bast and West. 


Mr. Herman (Ore.) opposed the bill, urged 


the necessity for sen-coast defenses, and sug- 
gested that muca of the surplus might profit- 
able be used for that purpose 


At 5:30 p. in. the committee rose and the 


House took a recess until 8 p. m.

TBS PAPAL BSSOBIPT. 


^.^, M»y 18.—Th« meeting which 
m» held in Dublin test night by the Irish 
Roman'Catholic members of Parliament 
for t&o purpose of consulting in regard to 
'the Papal rescript was- a private affair, 
and no report of it has been made public. 
It is pretty certain, boweyer, from what 
has b»en learned of its results, that a re- 
spectful protest against Roman meddling 
in Irish politics was adopted, and a safe 
coarse marked out for the faithful to fol- 
low. The irritation that was at first felt 
in Ireland over the rescript has greatly 
subsided, -and the effects ot the Papal 
document, if it had any, have beeu dis- 
counted by the feeling that has boei 
agitated t«gainst it The rescript will 
probably not be a very great source ol 
annoyanc*to the patriotic Irishman who 
also wants' io be a good Catholic. As its 
injunctions baeome better known, as ex- 
plained by Archbishop Walsh, it seens 
probable Wat the Catholic Nationalist can 
reconcile many, if not all, ot his formei 
practices to,a conscientious following ol 
the church.

A WARNING TO ENGLAND. 


LONDON, Mar 18.—The Russian press 


has suddenly burst forth in an attack 
upon England .for her supposed allianc* 
with the Central European powers. Tak- 
ing tor granted that England is about te 
join the alliance, if she has not already 
done so, the Russian writers give utter- 
ance to a solemn warning that England 
will be made to pay dearly if .she follows 
out any mistaken policy in Central Asia 
or elsewhere where Russia is concerned, 
The articles, which are of course inspired, 
give the strongest evidence that the Czai 
is irritated at the popular movement in 
England in favor of efficiently strength- 
ening her defences and arming her forces.
